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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Res frictions 



1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
19-20 to an invention non-elected with traverse in Paper No. 7. Applicant is given ONE 
MONTH or THIRTY DAYS from the date of this letter, whichever is longer, to cancel the 
noted claims or take other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144). Failure to take action 
during this period will be treated as authorization to cancel the noted claims by 
Examiner's Amendment and pass the case to issue. Extensions of time under 37 CFR 

1 .136(a) will not be permitted since this application will be passed to issue. 

The prosecution of this case is closed except for consideration of the above 

matter. 

2. The groups of inventions in the present application, as defined in the previous 
office action, are now: 

Group 1: Claims 1-13 and 21-26; 
Group 2: Claims 14-18 and 27; 
Group 3: Claims 19 and 20. 
These changes are due to the applicant's newly added claims. 



3. Claims 1-13 and 21-26 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), 
claims 14-18 and 27, directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, 
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previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, are now 
subject to being rejoined. Process claim 14-18 and 27 are hereby rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. Claims 19 and 20, not directed to the 
process of making or using the patentable product, will not be rejoined. 

4. Applicant's election with traverse of group 1 in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that the inventions share the same general inventive 
concept. This is not found persuasive because groups 1 and 3 and groups 2 and 3 do 
not share the same special technical feature. The special technical feature of groups 1 
and 2 is the so-polymerizable surfactant. The special technical feature of group 3 is the 
set of written instructions. The special technical feature of groups 1 and 2 is not found 
in group 3, and the special technical feature of group 3 is not found in groups 1 and 2. 
Groups land 3 and groups 2 and 3 are therefore restrictable. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-18 and 21-27 are allowed. 

Response to Amendment 

6. Applicant's arguments, see paper number 7, filed June 23, 2003, with respect to 
the claims in the present case have been fully considered and are persuasive in light of 
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the applicant's newly amended claims. The rejections and objections of claims 1-13 put 
forth in the previous office action have been withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
